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Terkibli: Steamboat Disaster — Steamer 
Lexington Blown L'p. — Our city was thrown 
into a state of excitement on Saturday evening 
by intelligence that the -teamer Lexington, from 
St. Lou:s to this port, had blown up about 4 
o'clock in the morning, near Flint Island, and 
that most of her passengers had been killed ei- 
ther by the explosion or by being drowned, and 
som<- B*d pi obably perished in the flames, as she 
hud Ukj lU fire aid b-.rp.rd to the water's edge 
after the explosion. The intelligence was re- 
ceived by the steamer J. C- Fremont, which had 
a few of thr wounded passengers and crew on 
board. Yesteniay morning the steamer D. A. 
Given arrived with a number of the crew and 
passengers. Many had returned to St. Louis 
from the place of disaster. 

The Lexington, dpt. Throop, left St. Louis on 
Wednesday evening for this port. On Saturday 
morning before daylight she passed the D. A. 
Given near Stephens]: ort where the latter landed. 
Capt. Wood noticed that the Lexington was 
running very slow, ar.d was under the impression 
that something was ;.oi right. The D. A. Given 
is a stem-whe ler and there was no competition 
between the boats, f.s the Lexington had side- 
wheels and was much larg-r and had probably 
doubh as stfttch po-.v-r as the Given. We state 
this from the fact of the boats being close to- 
gether, as some mig.it infer that they were racing. 
When about four miles above Stephensport, the 
Lexington exploded all her boilers, the explosion 
carrying with it the whole cabin forward of the 
wheel-houses and the texas. Most of the pas 
sengers were asleep at the time in their berths, an< 
also trie officers and crew except those detailed 
on watch. All on the forward part of the boat 
were blown up with the cabin, some falling in 
the river, and others ou the wreck. Many were 
so seriously hurt, as to be altogether uncon 
scious, and they do not know how they were 
saved, while e ther- ir.^aged by catching pieces 
^,of planks ;md fe:. !e-s were enabled to get 
ashore. Ci.pt. Throop fell from the hurricane 
deck, but was emugltt by the second mate stand- 
in., 01 '.ho fpfltc&ctU . fitrt ft it mfcrhnrt ttm dse 
otherwise h- would Lave been killed instantly. 
This mate, though immediately forward of the 
boilers, sustained r.o injury. The cleric found 
himself in the rirex with his desk close beside 
him. But we cannot relate all the hair-breadth 
escapes of individual-. Not a soul in the cabin 
back of the wheel-houses was injured. But few 
of ihe deck pa-sengeis were wounded. Imme- 
diately after the explosion the boat took lire, but 
the re^dy assurance . endered by the D. A. Giv- 
en, which wmi only half a mile off, and by per- 
sons from tae store with flatboats and skui>, 
saved the lives of most of the passengers. Some 
little baggage was saved, but very many escaped 
with nothing but '.Lelr night clothes. 

Tiie D. A. Given then took most of the pas- 
sengeis back tc Stephen sport to procure medical 
aid. 

After ihe D. A. Btrea had left, the J. C. Fre- 
mont came aioi g and rook on board several of 
the wounded a:,J Mhert. The Fremont reached 
here on SaUiduy right. Mr. J. R. Hall ot 
Liberty, Mo., was among them. He sustained 
very serioi.s injuries and lost a large amount of 
mey. He was taken to the house of a friend 
this city. Mi. Ottinger. Mr. John Barnard 
ot this city an W. t . Hirkinsof Madison were 
also seriously wounded, but not dangerously. 
Among the wounded on the D. A. Given was 
Capt. The-. White, ot this city, and he is in a 
dangerous condition. Mr. Badger, one of the 
pilots of the Lexi.igton, who was asleep when 
the explosion occurred, it is feared will not sur- 
vive. He eras taker. ca:e of somewhere in the 
city. Mr. \v". \V. Johnston of Madison, was 
aiao bud'-. - , c.cij . He was taken home on 
the Jacob Strader yesterday morning. None of 
the ladies and children were hurt 

It it is somewhat strange that but very few- 
persons were scalded. The wounded are suf- 
fering from bruise?, contusions, and broken 
limbs. 

The boat was running when the explosion oc- 
curred, and from this it is geueraliy inferred that 
there could have been little if any water in the 
boilers. The second engineer, who was on 
watch, wa- Killed. 

The passengers si euk in the highest terms of 
Capt. Wood, of the D. A. Given, his officers, 
ami crew. TbttJ did everything to alleviate the 
sufferings of the unfortunate passengers. Capt. 
W. distributed amor.g them all the clothes he 
could possibly spare. The physicians of Ste- 
pliens^orr a Dr. K lien of Concorpia were un- 
remitting in their attentions to the wounded. 
The officers of the Fremont are also highly spo- 
den of by those who came up on her. 

The hull of the boat floated down to Stephens- 
port where it was caught and moored. 
^ The Lexington did not belong to the St. Louis 
packet line. She formerly belonged to this port, 
but was sold a few mpnths ago to a St. Louis 
company. She was an old boat, and the steain- 



boat inspectors had notified her former owners 
that this was the last season she could be run, 
when they sold her. She was then under the 
jurisdiction of the St. Louis board of supervi- 
sors. 

All the books and papers having been lost, it 
was impossible to ascertain the precise number 
ot persons lost. Several passengers, however, 
took the matter in hand, and made no a list as 
comilptP as rn..H h* gftC T- Mr. S.tv.ford 
Duncan, who has lately become a citizen of Lou- 
isville, we are indebted for the following: 

(J^-The sttamer Lexington, Capt. Throop, 
bound from Louisville to St. Louis, with about 
eighty souls on board and 250 bales of hemp, 
was wrecked by explosion of her boilers on 
Saturday at 3£ o'clock, when about four miles 
from Rome. A few minutes after the explosion 
the wreck took lire and burned rapidly to the 
water's edge. By the aid of a weodboat from 
shore, and the prompt assistance of the steamer 
D. A. Given, many lives were saved. Great 
praise is due to Capt. Wood and the other offi- 
cers of the Given, for their unceasiug attention 
to the wounded and dying, and also to Drs. Rob- 
inson and Jones of Rome, who came on board 
and remained the greater part of the day. It is 
belie**! ftat :.oi tefij than 55 lives were lo.t.

From the Rio Grande. — The Galveston 
News has a letter from a correspondent, dated 
Brownsville. June 6th, giving the following 
summary of the recent interesting events on the 
other side of the Rio Grande. 

The despot's troops in Monterey, commanded 
by theii Governor and Commanding Gen. Don 
Geronimo Carolona, after resisting some ttn 
hours, surrendered prisoners of war. Among 
the badly wounded was the second in command, 
Col. Morle:. 

A considerable loss was sustained by both par- 
ties, and on the capture of the place the military 
Cw«„.^-..u of tile revelled forces was vivcii to 
Gen. Don Antonio Maria Jaurequi, who, under 
Arista's administration, was the commanding 
general of Nuevo Leon. Jaurequi is by profes- 
sion a soldier, and poted for his animosity to the 
Mexican tyrant as a man, as a soldier, and as a 
ruler. He immediately started with four hund- 
red men against Saltillo, which place, by this 
time, has certainly fallen into their hands. The 
whole of Coahuila is represents: as being up 
and in arms against Santa Anna. 

I have before me the programme of the revo- 
lutionists, as signed in Monterey; ami I notice 
the name of every person there noted for talent, 
Wraith, and high social position. 

On last Thursday Woll received information 
of the revolt of the government troops stationed 
in Victoria, the former capital of Tamaulipas. 
They seconded the Monterey movement, and 
immediately put themselves en route for thai 
place. The government troops at Guerrero on 
the Rio Grande, had to abandon the place into 
the hands of the : e. clutionists, who will make 
an immediate effort to secure a place ou the riv- 
er, lower down, for the purpose of establishing 
a custom house. 

Troops are being concentrated at Camargo for 
the purpose ot keeping open their line of com- 
munication with Matamoi as, which is the head- 
quarters of the government forces.

Dent, and Mrs Taylor died, that it was 
from Che effects of something they eat. Per- 
haps pastry or desert, and resembled poison 
more than cholera. They had come up as pas- 
sengers on the steamer Baltimore from St. Louis. 
On further inquiry we learn from Mr. John 
Raine, proprietor of the Gait House, that a case 
of a similar disease occurred in the city. 

A Mr. Burks died from the effects of some- 
thing he eat also on board the Baltimore. There 
is also another passenger of th • Baltimore's, a 
lady named Mrs. Saunders, lying very ill at the 
Gait Hou e from exactly the same cause. Her 
physicians gave her up last night. These are 
st.-ange occurrences, yet we feel it our duty to 
say that we have not heard of a single case of 
cholera in this city, Cincinnati, or on any of the 
boats plying between the two ports. 

In giving the above statement, we do not mean 
to convey the idea 'hat there is sickness on the 
Baltimore or any of the St. Louis boats. Such 
occurrences as being poisoned by eating pies are 
not new to those who have read the daih pa- 
pers. They have occurred of late in many par s 
of the Union. There must be some article in 
market from which pastry is made that is poi- 
sonous.— Time*, of yesterday.

The Brooklyn Suicides — The telegraph 
mentioued a few days ago the deaths by suicide 
of a J'ouug man named Horatio N. Gustin and a 
wenriar named Sarah Williams on the porch of 
his father's house. The man had recently re- 
tvirned from Iowa, where he had been res ding 
► years, but had been acquainted with the 
, who, from the testimony 
l the coroner's jury, was a prosti 
I body of the female was sent to the 
l by the father of Gustin. This caus- 
^ much excitement. We I t the Journal of 
Commerce tell the remainder: 

Morbid Sympathy.— A young man and woman 
were found dead by the mother of the former, 
early in the morning of Wednesday last, on a 
settee in the open balcony of the house occupied 
by the young man's parents. The girl was un- 
known to the inmates of the house; but letters 
found on the person of the man rendered it prob- 
able that she was of bad character, that he was 
known to her by t n assumed name, and that their 
relations to each other had been of an immoral 
nature. The father of the young man, who 
probably was confirmed in the view of the mat- 
ter which these facts present, by a knowledge of 
his son's habits, caused the body of the girl to 
be removed to the dead house, and made the 
requisite preparatirns for his son's funeral. 

There seems nothing in this state of facts to 
justify censorious comment,* much less to au- 
thorize a manifestation of public displeasure to 
be visited upon the father and bis unoffending 
family, burdened already with a heavy sorrow, 
by the loss of a son under circumstances cal- 
culated very much to aggravate the affliction. 
But the people of Brooklyn, living in the 
neighborhood of the scene of this deplorable 
event, thought otherwise. The sentiment was 
quite publicly bruited, that the sending the 
girl's body to the dead house, to be first exposed 
for recognition, and if not claimed, to be thence 
buried, as the law provides in case of the dis- 
covery of an unknown corpse, was an unfeeling 
and barbarous act. 

A respectable lady of the vicinity, wishing 
to show her opinion of the transaction, offered 
her house as a receptacle for the body till it 
should be respectfully interred; and a liberal 
offering was made by public contribution to de- 
fray the cost of the burial. The Rector of the 
Church of the Messiah tendered the use of hie 
church, and his own ministerial services, for the 
purposes of the Inderal. The publicity and os- 
tentation with which these incidents were in- 
vested gave them more of a vindictive than a 
charitable aspect. But we might not have felt 
called upon to speak of then, if they had not 
been accompanied with proceedings still more 
offensive and personally annoying to the bereav- 
ed family, for whose affliction no one showed 
sympathy. While the dead body of an erring, 
but no doubt still beloved son, lay 111 their 
house, a public meeting was held to denounce 
them for not extending to the partner of his 
guilt, who possibly allured him to his destruc- 
tion, the last offic-s of affection which they 
were prepaiing for him. Out of twenty fami- 
lies to whom application was made, no individ- 
ual could be persuaded to watch with his corpse. 
The popular indignation was even vented in the 
street; and so flagrant were the demonstrations 
in front of the house, that it became necessary 
to apply to the police to protect it from violence 
and its inmates from insult. A notice was post- 
ed on the gate, in mockery, stating that the 
young man would be buried from the Dead 
House; and as often as it was removed by the 
family it was replaced by the populace, till the 
latter were restrained by the police. 

The funerals of the deceased took place yes- 
terday — the young man's from his father's 
house, the girl's from the church. At the same 
hour the inquest on the death of the girl was re- 
sumed by the coroner. The proceedings at the 
church, and the developments of the inquest, 
occurring simultaneously, offer for considera- 
tion a strong illustration of the injustice of pre- 
cipitate condemnation and censure, by a com- 
munity in a state of excitement consequent upon 
the discovery of a shocking event, and entirely 
ignorant of those circumstances of the trans- 
action without a full knowedge of which it is 
impossible to estimate its character, or the con- 
duct of those who may chance to be associated 
with it. At the inquest it was proved by ample 
testimony that the woman was a prostitute, who 
had resided for five years, with occasional inter- 
vals, at a house of bad repute in this city; and 
that she had been in habits of intimacy, for 
at least two years, with this young man, the de- 
cea:;ed, who, in the lette found upon his body, 
addressed to htr, declared that — "rather than be 
an eye-witness to your life, I prefer death." 
While these disclosures were in progress in the 
jury-room, a very different scene was presented 
at the church. There, the no doubt worthy, 
but certainly misled rector, was pronouncing an 
eulogy, to an assembly chiefly of respectable la- 
dies, over the dead body of the girl. 

We find a report of it in the New York Tri- 
bune. If that report may be relied on, it was in 
no sense a sermon, adapted to enforce the sen- 
pronounced by Holy Writ upon transgres- 
Hedid not tell hi, hearers that "the 
wages of sin is death," and point to the poor 
victim of self-destruction at his feet as an illus- 
tration of that truth. He told them she was "a 
martyr to the passion of love," and invoked 
their sympathies in behalf of her and her friends, 
"overborne as she was by unalterable devotion 
to the partner of her guilt — I mean that guilt 
which consigned them both te eternity." Hp 
hastens to limit the purport of the word "guilt," 
to preclude an inference which could scarcely 
fail to be drawn from it, even by those who 
knew nothing of the developments of the inquest. 
But he is not content with this indirect testimo- 
ny to the character of the person in whose be- 
half he invoked sympathy as will be seen by the 
conclusion of his address, which we give in the 
words of the report: 

"With regard to the poor unfortunate lying 
before us, I will express the opinion that her 
character was pure. From all that I can learn 
I do not doubt tha t she was a virtuous woman. 
Let us then not cast reproach on her, or harbor 
in our minds that she was impure in heart. She 
has committed one great sin for which she can- 
not repent. Let us not attach to her another. 



who made us. And here is the fatal mistake 
into which these two young people fell. The-y 
permitted their love for each other to displace 
their love for their God." 

We know nothing of any of the parties asso- 
ciated with these transactions. But the injustice 
of a public demonstration to rebuke and annoy 
a private family for adopting a course, which, 
in the judgment of its head, to whom the decis- 
ion in regard to it properly belonged, seemed 
justified and required by the circumstances of 
the case — circumstances which were certainly 
better known to him than to the public — impels 
us to present the matter in its true light, and to 
raise our voice in behalf of the unoff-'nding and 
the persecuted. Now that the character and 
relations of the parties are disclosed, we are 
satisfied that there can be but one sentiment in 
respect to the events described, and that the 
"sober second thought," even of those who were 
most active in exciting the public indignation, 
must convict them of gross and culpable pre- 
cipitation. The occurrence may well operate 
as a warning against yielding to the promptings 
of that hasty impulse, which, acting ignorantly, 
can only by chance do right, and almost always 
errs, often in the infliction of fl. grant injustice 
and the perpetration of irremediable wrong. 



Let us not cherish one single idea inimical to 
her good name. Let us hope against hope that 
God has extended to her soul salvation. Let us 
take heed that we too fall not into temptation." 

Lest we should be thought to do injustice by 
this quotation to the general character of the 
discourse, we make one other extract, the only 
one we can find whieh purports to educe the 
moral of the transaction: 

"Is there any man here who in some sense 
cannot honor such a martyr to the passion of 
love? Surely if we can secure compassion for 
her from the sterner sex, those of her own sex 
can appreciate the violence of a passion which 
could enable her to meet such an awful death 
without shrinking. But from this we should 
receive a lesson. Whenever we are about to 
give our affections to any object, it is our duty 
L Christians to see that God is not displaced in 
our hearts. Our first allegiance weowe to Him

Probable Earthquake. — The citizens of 
Baltimore, with but few exceptions, were start- 
led and aroused from their slumbers last night, 
or rather between 12 and 1 o'clock this morning, 
by a singular rumbling noise and oscillatory 
movement of the earth resembling an earthquake. 
It was, so far as we have been able to learn, 
heard and felt in all parts of the city. Many, 
whom we have seen this morning, were startled 
from a sound sleep, almost instantaneously, in 
amazement. Persons rushed to their windows 
and doors, as if waking from an incoherent dream, 
scarcely able to realize what had startled them. 
The shock commenced at precisely half past 
twelve o'clock, as noted by a chronometer watch, 
not varying one minute from true time for ten 
months. It was preceded by a deep rumbling 
noise, a slight tremulousness of the earth, and 
this succeeded by two shocks; the third, and 
last, very severe; so much so, that houses were 
shaken to their very foundations, windows and 
doors rattled furiously, furniture shaking, and, 
in some instances, detached articles slightly re- 
moved from their places. 

In a very few minutes after the singular phe- 
nomenon, though at an hour when one-half the 
world is wrapped in 9lumbers, probaoly two- 
thirds of our citizens were awake, anxious to 
define the cause of so novel a sensation. Some, 
who happened to be up at the time, describe the 
shock as remarkably severe. The earth evi- 
dently vibrated distinctly, and seemed to be la- 
boring under some powerful convulsion, either 
of her internal or external elements. The dura- 
tion of the shocks was probably half a minute, 
dying off in a deep-toned, rumbling sound like 
distant thunder, or the rolling of a heavy car 
upon the pavement, losing itself in a southerly 
direction. 

We have heard of many who were seriously 
alarmed, in apprehension of a succeeding shock, 
or pending destructive calamity. With such, 
night brought no more sleep. One gentleman 
asserts that he observed a peculiar brilliancy in 
the heavens immediately prior to this shock, 
which was soon followed by more than usual 
gloom and darkness. Another, a sea captain, or 
sailor, states that he saw an immense meteor, 
apparently as large as a ship, pass athwart the 
sky and explode, causing a report like heavy 
artillery, making all natmv tremble. This solu- 
tion of the mysterious occurrence, however, 
wants corroboration. The unusual illumina- 
tion would, if it occurred, have been observed 
by others. Some, who had the best opportunity 
of forming an opinion, being awake at the time, 
assert tha f . the earth appeared to rise slightly 
and then sink, subsequently oscillating to and 
fro quickly for the space of ten or fifteen sec- 
onds. 

When the shock and noise had ceased, dogs 
were heard to howl and bark in all directions, a 
thing which they have always been known to 
do in earthquake countries, subsequent to one of 
these throes of nature. Previously the night 
was unusually sultry and still, and after the 
shock quite a strong breeze arose. We had sup- 
posed it might have been the explosion of a 
powder mill in our own vicinity, but gentlemen 
from the region of these mills on the Central 
Railroad, arrived here, state that the shock was 
d'stinctly felt in Baltimore county, and as far as 
York, Pa., and that the powder mills are unin- 
jured. We infer, therefore, that the phenome- 
non of last night might, in all probability, have 
been the effect of an earthquake at some distant 
point, probably in some of the West India islands. 
We shall doubtless have further accounts in due 
time, which will give a satisfactory solution of 
that which is now a mystery, wonder, and topic 
of general conversation. 

A party of gentlemen who were out serenad- 
ing at Franklin square last night when the 
earthquake occurred felt it distinctly. The 
vibration was so great as to almast shake down 
their lamps and instrument stands. 

Persons who were on boani of vessels in the 
harbor were very sensibly agitated, causing ves- 
sels to rock and chafe considerably. 

In all directions it was observed that dogs 
howled loudly, and the chickens commenced 
crowing, having been waked from their slum- 
bers. The mystery still remains unsolved at 
the hour of our going to press. 

The California Nugget of Gold.-»A few days 
ago we announced the arrival at Havre, by the 
Ariel, of a nugget of native gold, of the value of 
about 200,000 francs, which was in the hands 
of two miners, and was to be exhibited at the 
Universal Exhibition in Paris. We learn to day 
from Paris that the nugget, instead of being sent 
to the Exhibition, was presented to the Bank of 
France, in view of obtaining an auvance on its 
consignment. The bank having assayed it, 
found that it was a piece of lead covered with 
gold, upon which the roughn-ss and the uneven 
ness of native gold had been ingeniously imi- 
tated. An investigation had been commenced, 
to discover if the fraud had been committed at 
the diggings or during the voyage. 

Journal du Havre. 

General Land Office — Abandoned Military Res- 
ervations. — For the benefit of settlers on the 
public lands, we have ascertained that lands 
which have been reserved for military purposes 
in the States and Territories, and abandoned in 
consequence of being no longer needed, are, in 
conformity with existing laws, subject to the 
disposal of the War Department, ana are not in 
any way connected with the operations of the 
General Land office. Consequently, pre-emp- 
tion claims predicated on settlements made on 
such lands cannot be admitted; and the settler 
may find, too late to retrieve his misfortune, that 
he has none of the usual piivileges which the 
pre-emption laws extend to the settler for his 
improvements made on other public lands.

Fast Work.— The case of the Canal Bank vs. 
Dr. H. A. Ackley, for damages for breaking 
open the vault of the bank last autumn, in order 
to secure moneys of the Lunatic Asylum, was 
tried yesterday in the court of common pleas. 
The jury, after hearing the charge of Judge 
Foot, without retiring returned a verdict of six 
cents for the defendant.

Progress of the Mexican Insurrection. 
We find in the New York Sun a letter of one of 
Alvarez's generals,the tone of which is quite ex- 
ulting in its anticipations of success of the revo- 
lutionary cause: 

Division ofthe Htteriorofthe Republic, 

General-in-Chief's Headquarters, 
Coahuayutla, May 21, 1855. 

My Good Friend: • • • Zamora, a large 
city in the State of Michoacan, of about 15,000 
inhabitants, is held by our forces under command 
of Gen. Pueblita. 

General Santa Anna is preparing in Morelia 
an expedition to march against him, which, to 
judge from the accounts 1 have received, will 
prove very unsuccessful to him, as he intends 
attacking Zamora with a force of about three 
thousand and no artillery or cavalry; while on 
our side the General is very well fortified with 
one thousand infantry and five pieces of artille- 
ry, inside the walls, and two thousand cavalry, 
under command of the brave and gallant Gen. 
Huerta, in position on the plains which surround 
the city. 

General Huerta is a very brave soldier, a good 
cavalry officer, and much feared by the govern- 
ment troops. He last year with but sixty men 
captured two full companies of the regiment of 
Leon. 

The city of Zamora can in a few hours be 
flooded with water to the depth of five feet. I 
have therefore ordered Gen. Pueblita to maintain 
his position till the government forces have en- 
tered it, and then slowly retire, at the same time 
letting on the water. 

I ihall take up my line of march to-morrow, 
and, by keeping in the immediate rear of Santa 
Anna, prevent his retreating upon this occasion. 
You have my assurance that, if he escapes us, it 
will be to leave the country by the Pacific. Our 
march is onward for the capital, and June or 
July will end this revolution. 

Guanajuato, the capital of the State of the 
same name, was captured by our forces in the 
early part of this month. It is one of the lar- 
gest cities in the republic, and has a population 
of about 100,000 The official communication 
is before me, but I have not time to furnish you 
the particulars. 

A commissioner has arrived from San Louis 
Potosi with information that the city has pro- 
nounced in favor of our cause. He leaves with 
his dispatches for Gen. Alvarez's headquarters.

Americans at the Court of England. — 
The London Times, of June 12, says: The Hon. 
Millard Fillmore, late President of the United 
States, and suite, have arrived in town and taken 
apartments at Feuton's Hotel, St. James's street. 
The Hon. Martin Van Buren and Col. Van Bu- 
ren have arrived at Long's Hotel, New Bond 
street, from the United States. 

The following presentations to Queen Victo- 
ria took place at her Majesty's drawing room, 
June 14: 

By the Countess of Clarendon — Mrs. Abbott 
Lawrence. 

By the United States Minister — Abbott Law- 
rence, Esq., son of the late Minister to this 
court; and Henry E. Davies, Esq., private sec- 
retary to the Hon. Millard Fillmore. 

In the diplomatic circle were, at the same 
time, Mr. Buchanan, United States Minister; 
Col. Lawrence, attache to the legation; and the 
Hon. Millard Fillmore, late President of the 
United States. 

Her Majesty's dinner party in the evening in- 
cluded her Royal Highness the Duchess of Kent, 
and their Serene Hignesses the Princess of Ho- 
henlohe and the Princess Adelaide of Hohen- 
lohe, the Lord Chancellor and Lady Cranworth, 
Viscount and Viscountess Hardinge, Lady Anna 
Maria Dawson, the Baroness de Speth, Lord 
Broughton, Sir Francis and Lady Arabella Bar- 
ing, Major General Wylde, Col. Lake (Royal 
Horse Artillery), and Mr. Van Buren, ex-Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The dress worn by Mrs. Abbott Lawrence, 
Jr., was noticed. It consisted of a train of 
rich pink glace, trimmed with creve of pink and 
white tulle, tied together with bouquets of 
mixed azalias; bretelles of Brussels lace; over 
a white glace petticoat a double skirt of white 
tulle bouidonnes, over which there was an up- 
per skirt of magnificent Brussels lace, looped 
with chatelaines of mixed azalias. Head dress, 
Brussels lappets, feathers, and jewels. 

The London Court Journal of June 15th has 
the following items: 

The Queen held a court at 3 o'clock this af- 
ternoon at Buckingham Palace. The Hon. Mil- 
lard Fillmore, the late President of United States, 
was presented to her Majesty at an audience, by 
the Earl of Clarendon, the Queen's principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. Mr. 
Fillmore was accompanied by Col T. B. Law- 
rence, attache to the U. S. Legation at the court 
of Great Britain. 

Her Majesty had a dinner party in the even- 
ing. The company included her Royal High- 
ness the Duchess of Kent, her serene Highness 
the Princess of Hohenlohe, the Amencau Min 
ister Mr. Buchanan, and Miss Lane, the Mar 
quis and Marchioness of Stafford, the Earl and 
Countess of Clarendon, the Earl of Ellenbor- 
ough, Lady Anna Maria Dawson, Baroness de 
Speth, Viscount and Viscountess Combe rmere, 
the Hon. Millard Fillmore, Sir George Couper, 
and Sir Jas. Hudson. 

The presence of an ex-President of the Uni- 
ted States at our court is an event which de- 
serves a p?ss;ng note. Mr. Fillmore looks even 
a younger man than Mr. Buchanan, the Ameri- 
can Minister; his hair is not so white, nor is 
there any appearance of baldness. He seems 
apparently about 58, is smaller in stature than 
the Minister, but with as handsome and intellec- 
ual a countenance. It is amusing to see the 
sang froid with which the former chief of this 
powerful government is treated by the officers 
of one of his successors. Toe republican prin- 
ciple in this matter is no fiction, and the ex- 
President has really and actually become noth- 
ing more than an American citizen. Mr. Fill- 
more has, however, been received with much 
consideration at court, and with great distinc- 
tion by the Ministers. At the brilliant assem- 
blies of Viscountess Palmerston and the Coun- 
tess of Clarendon there 13 no doubt the ex-Presi- 
dent will be the personage of the day. 

When presented to Her Majesty, Mr. Fillmore 
wore a plain full dress suit.

From New Mexico.— A corresporuent 
the Missouri Republican, writing ficm 
M., May 30, says: 

I take up the pen to inform you of the unpre- 
cedented successes of Cols. Fa'intleroy ana St 
Vrain over the hostile Utah and Apache Indi- 
ans, with their respecttve commands. 

On the 20th ot April, Lieut. Col. C. St. Vrain 
left Fort Massachusetts in command of two 
companies of volunteers and F company 1st 
dragoons. Having struck a trail of Apaches af 
the crossing of the Huerfano, followed it, and 
on the 25th, came up with the enemy on the 
Purgatory, in the Raton Mountains, captured 
their camp, with ail its equipage, baggage, Ac., 
killed seven Indians, captured six, and wounded 
seven. On the 23d of April, Col. Fauntleroy 
left Fort Massachusetts with two companies of 
volunteers, D. company 2d artillery, and D. 
eorpary is* ftr £?Wt. 

On the morning of the 28th, the command 
followed a trail of Utahs for 24 miles and halt- 
ed. Spies aud guides being sent out to recon- 
noitre, returned at 9 o'clock at night. At 10 
o'clock the command was in the saddle and off. 
Having followed for about 13 miles, came up to 
the enemy's camp. The mounted were ordered 
to dismount and hi'ch their horses; a guard was 
established over the horses and pack animals and 
the con.mand prepared for an attack. 

At about daybreak, as the command approach- 
ed the enemy's camp, then dogs gave the alarm; 
the enemy fired a few shots by way of opeuing 
the fire; this was returned with great rapidity 
by the command. The camp was soon taken — 
the enemy routed. Forty of the enemy were 
killed, six captured, and a very large i.umDer 
wounded. 

The command had one slightly and one mor- 
tally wounded. The mounted men w«re retail- 
ed to drive off the stock. A very large 
of camp equipage, plunder, &c, was found 
their camp. 

The flght took place at daybreak on the 29th 
of April, near Arkansas river, about 20 miles 
north of Punch a Pass.

THE NEWS BV THE BALTIC. 

SIEGE OF 8 BA6TOPOL. 

Latest Despatch's from the Seat of War — 
June 1. — Captain Lyons- of tbe Miranda, and 
Captain Sedaiges report that the i aval opera- 
tions against j agam e.g. Bfarioapol, and Gheisk, 
which took place on the 3d, 5'h, and 6ih of 
June, have j erlectly succeeded. The public 
buildings upd aomeroufl government magazines 
of provis-ione have been burnt, and thus an im- 
mense loss of supplies bas been inflic ed on th» 



The operations were conducted with great 
vigor and rapidity. The allied fore? had only 
one man wounded, although opposed by about 
3,50'J ?' ldiert- at Tag-anrog. 

Jvm S. — The success of last nighl was very 
complete, and the gallantry and steadiness of 
tbe troops cannot be too highly epokttiof. The 
Frencli succe -dad in seeming ill'? works of the 
Mamelon, and those on its right, called the 
"Ouvra-jes Blancs," and in Ihose they took 62 
gun», including eight cchorns, and 40u prison- 
ers. 

Nothing could be more brilliant than the ad- 
vance of our allies We have lost about 400 
nvn in killed and wounded. I have just ie- 
ceived intelligence of the continued success of 
Captain Lyon> and Captain BodojgW in the Sea 
of Azoff. Taganrog, .Marioupol, and G^nitchi 
[Gheisk?] have been attacked. The public 
buildings and numerous magazines have been 
burnt, and only one man wounded. 

Pari*. June y.— Gen. Pclissier to the Minuter 
of War. — June, 6, 10 P. M. — To-day, with our 
allies, we opened tire against the external works, 
and to-morrow, please God, we will take them. 

June 7, P. M. — At I 3D our signals for assault 
were given, arid one hour afterwards our eagles 
floated over tbe Mamelon Vert, and over the two 
redoubts of Careening Bay. The artillery of 
the enemy fell into our hands. We are said to 
have taken 400 prisoners. Our legions occupy 
the conquered works. On their side our allies, 
with their usual resolution, carried the works in 
♦the quarries, and established themselves there. 
All the troops showed the most admirable devo- 
tion and intrepidity. 

PiMMj Saturday, June 9. — The following au- 
thentic news has been received here: On the 
eveiii«it> of tbe 7th there was a violent cannon- 
ade. The Frencti made an assault and took the 
M amnion and other advanced works. The suc- 
cess was complete. The affair was exceedingly 
brilliant. 

Vienna. June 10. — The Fremdenblatt has the 
followi: R Baron Hess went to Gallicia last 
nigLt. The Emperot goes to inspect the 3d and 
4th di nsioris of the army on Tuesday morning 
next. Generals Ciauf .rd and Leta'ng remain 
here. A reduction of the army is expected. 
As the posit o:i of the Russians is now consid- 
erably menaced, Prince Gortschakoff will ac- 
e« uattle in the field. 

War Departimul, June 9. — The enclosed in- 
telliganca has just been received from Lord 
Raglan: 

Sebastopol, June 7. — The formidable fire 
which began yesterday was kept up to-day with 
the greatest spirit, and soon after 6 this evening 
the French attacked and carried the White work 
and the Mamelon. The ivhole operation was 
most brilliant. Casualties not yetkuowa. 

Paris, June 11. — The Moniteur has the fol- 
lowing: Tiie Minister of War received this 
tnorniiig the following telegraphic dispatch, 
which arrived at Varna on tbe 8th: "Yesterday 
evening (7'h) we took possession of 62 guns in 
the enptured redoubts. Thirteen officers were 
tuAt prisoners. Our lass, which has not yet 
been accurately ascertained, is considerable, as 
might be expected from so great a result." 

Pa> is. June 12. — The Moniteur announces 
that the Minister of War has received a dispatch 
from G-ii. Pe!is-ier, dated Crimea, June 9,11 
F. M., stating tiie Russians "had abandoned the 
so-called battery of the 2d of Mayj they have 
»!so completely abandoned the light shore of 
Careening Bay. The vessels in port have 
scusriit refuge in Artillery Bav. where our large 
rliOrtan ca.i reacti them. We are watching 
tiieiu attentively." 

Vienna, Juue 11. — Two works close to Ma- 
I khoff Tower were taken on the Mh, with 63 
guns. The slaughter was fearful. 

Admiralty, June 12. — Mr. Osborne presents 
his compliments to the editor of the Times, and 
heg> to inform him that intelligence has just 
been received that the Russians have evacuated 
Anapa, and are supposed to have crossed the 
Kuban. The Circassians are in the place.

- Prince Goitschakoff writes on the 9th: Tiie 
c: lo.'mde coath-Ues agaiMC the bastions Korni- 
ioA and No. 3. The enemy has asked for an 
armistice, in order that he may bury his dead. 
His loss on the 7th exceeded 4,000 men. 

In a dispatch previously received, the Ru - 
siai. commander writes: "On the 30th, the ene- 
my's ileei, which had attacked Genitchi, set 
sail. 

The Emperor's aide-de camp, Prince Labanoff 
Rostov-ky. then ordered the troops to e; ter the 
city, with the view of extinguishing the fire.and 
he had hopes to save a portion of the corn, 
which had been r-riven up as lost.

Prince Gortschakoff, dating June 8, thus re- 
ports on the assault of the previous evening: 

"The Allies kept up a very heavy bombard- 
ment on the 6th and 7th, until 6 o'clock in the 
evening, when three French divisions advanced 
and attacked redoubt no. 7. They took the re- 
doubt on tbe Mamelon (Kamtschatka) and the 
two redoubts (Sehnghinsk and Volhynia) near 
Careening Bay, and also & battery between Se- 
lin^binsk and bastion no. 1. 

"Oar troops retook the Mamelon redoubt, but 



the Fiench, strongly reinforced, again attacked 
and took it once more. In the end we were mas- 
ters of the battery (i. e., the one between Se 

linghinsk and bastion no. 1), the French hold- 
ing a lodgment from which we hope to re; el 
th*m. Our troops fought nobly, and the result 
is that the enemy's loss exceeds our. He has 
lost 2,500, and we have made 275 men and 7 offi 
cers prisoners. We have also taken two guns." 

The third battery, "between Selighinsk and 
Bastion No. 1," is that, the omission of which 
from General Pelissier's despatch was pointed 
out in the Daily News on Monday last. The 
reason of that omission is now explained; the 
work was not at the time in the possession of 
our Allies, but it appears in General Pellissier's 
despatch of ihe 9th — a date one day later than 
Prince Gortchakofl's communication — as 
"the battery of May 2," having then been aban 
doned by the Russians. 

Description of the Captured Places. — The 
Mamelon Vert, which has just been taken by 
the French, is to the ea t, in front of tiie Ma- 
lakoff Tower, or, more properly speaking, of 
the large Malakoff Battery. It commands the 
Careening Port, the military buildings belong- 
ing to it, and the communication by which the 
garrison of Sebastopol is con-tantly receiving 
reinforcements from the army outside. »The 
occupation of this Mamelon, moreover, deprives 
the M lakoff Tower of the support which it re- 
ceived on the eastern side, and w hich conside- 
rably annoyed the French works. The capture 
of this position, in which the French have es- 
tablished themselves, cannot fail to have very 
immediate consequences on the fate of the great 
Malakoff Battery, on which, in the opinion of 
military men, the destiny of all the southern 
part of Sebastopol depends. The post which 
the English have taken possession of, and in 
which they have established themselves, is not 
very clearly indicted on the maps of the placej 
but in looking at the plans in relief, it will be 
seen that it is nearly on the same line as the 
Mamelon Vert. The occupation of it will 
therefore permit the English to combine with 
the French in an attack on the great Malakoff 
Battery, the fall of which is now con idered not 
far distant. 

Heights of the Tchernaya. — The French lines 
are now so far advanced that ttie allied cavalry 
water their horses in the T-hernaya without 
molestation. The Russians do not show in force. 
They have constructed two batteries, one to- 
wards the bridge, tue other on one of tho spurs 
running out from the ridge of Inkermann. On 
the allied side a work has been constructed for 
the defence o: the bridge. Access to the bridge 
certainly secures water, but the position is d - 
scribed, in correspondence from the camp, as 
"more advantageous in a moral than strategetic- 
al point of view." 

Before Sebastopol, June 26. 
My Lord: The reports which have been re- 
ceived from Kertch are of the most satisfactory 
character. 

Five vess» Is laden with corn had come into 
Kertch, in ignorance of the capture of the 
place, and had fallen into the hands of the Al- 
lies. 

The French and English squadron had ap- 
peared before Berdiansk, and the enemy, in con- 
sequence, destroyed four of their war steamers, 
and considerable depots of corn. 

They then exchanged a cannonade with the 
Russian forts at Arabat, and were so fortunate 
as to blow up a magazine witn shells; and since, 
Capt. Lyons, R. N., of the Miranda, has per- 
formed a most successful operation upon Gen- 
itchi, driving the troops out of the town, and 
destroying all the stores and shipping. 

This brilliant and decisive success marks the 
resolution and daring of Capt. Lyons, and for- 
tunately was accomplished with no other loss 
than that of one man wounded. 

Admiral Sir Edmund Lyons states that in no 
longer a pe. iod than four days a squadron has 
destroyed 241 vessels, employed exclusively in 
transporting provisions to the Crimea, besides 
four war steamers, and six millions of rations of 
flour and com.
